(Mi) Correspon¬ 
dence Courses for Hindi language and Hindi TVpe- 
writing are being conducted for employees on ope¬ 
rational duty and for those who are posted at 
places where Centres of Hindi Teaching Scheme do 
not exist. Hindi Typewriting Correspondence 
Course is being organist by Central Hindi Train¬ 
ing Institute and Qie Correspondence Courses for 
Hindi language are being organised by the Centnd

The Committee may make recommendations in 
respect of all the three above-mentioned courses 
after making an in-depth study about their present 
status. 

(7) Financial incentives and their utiMty :—^Financial 
incentives are being provided to the trainees on 
their successful completion of the training pro¬ 
grammes of Hindi language, Hindi Typewriting 
and Hindi Stenography. Out of these, some in¬ 
centives are linked with the marks obtained in 
the examinations. Since the financial incentives 
are the major attractions of these training pro¬ 
grammes, the Committee of Parliament on Official 
Language in the Third part of its Report has 
recommended that the present scheme of incentives 
may be made more attractive and the amount of 
lump-sum awards should be doubled for those em¬ 
ployees who receive their training through their 
own efforts or through the Correspondence Courses. 
The Review Committee may make its recommen¬ 
dations after considering the various aspects of 
incentives scheme as also after taking into account 
the recommendations of the Committee of Parlia¬ 
ment on Official Language. 

(8) Problems related to the Cadres of Ihstruotors, 
OflScers and Staff for conducting training pro¬ 
grammes :—The Cadres of staff appointed under 
the Hindi Teaching Scheme have not been, re¬ 
organised so as to make it sure that the employees 
recruited for training programmes are able to get 
their promotions at appropriate times during their 
service careers. Even though, the employees re¬ 
cruited for imparting training have been designated 
as Pradhyapaks and Assistant Directors but their 
pay scales are equivalent to those of Post Graduate 
teachers and Section Officers only. Since this 
problem is linked with the welfare of staff and 
their career advancement, the Committee may look 
into it and make appropriate recommendations. 

(9) Participation of Voluntary Organisations :— 
The Voluntary Organisations have, so far, 
not been directly involved in the Hindi train¬ 
ing programmes being organised for the employees. 
Even though, Voluntary Institutions organise many 
such programmes in which the staff trained by 
them after passing the prescribed examinations.
